SEOUL, Dec. 4 (AP)—British 
and American Marines ripped 
through Red defenses 130° miles 
behind the front in the most pow- 
er.ul hit-and-run commando raid 
of the Korean war, the Allies an- 
nounced today. 

The English-American force 
stormed ashore on the east coast 
Sunday night under cover of 
heavy naval gunfire. The troops 
shot up Communist communica- 
tions and transport midway be- 
tween the Soviet frontier and the 
front. 

The announcement was with- 
held until, presumably, the raid- 
ers had withdrawn. United Na- 
tions naval headquarters listed 
two British: commandos as wound- 
ed. No United States Marine cas- 
ualties were reported.

The mass transportation com- 
mission, in another action yes- 
terday, approved a recommenda- 
tion by its committee on ade- 
quacy of service for an over-all 
study of Public Service Co. op- 
erations, to include headways 
between vehicles and extent of 
service generally. 

William H. Semsrott, president 
of the Associated Re rs and 
committee chairman, said means 
would have to be found to finance 
the study, which would involve 
employment of a transit engineer- 
ing firm. 


City Counselor James E. Crowe, 
who is chairman of the commis- 
sion, said after the meeting that 
the survey likely would not be 
financed by the city but with 
private funds contributed by 
industries, unions and other or- 
ganizations interested in the tran- 
sit problem. 

. Semsrott’s committee was au- 
thorized by the commission to ex- 
plore means of raising money for 
the study. 

Results of the survey and rec- 
ommendations would be submitted 
to the Public Service Commis- 
sion, or to the city agency which 
might be designated by the com- 
mission under the pending legis- 
lation, Crowe said. 

The transportation commission 
did not discuss the Public Service 
Co.’s pending application for an- 
other round of fare increases, 
Crowe said. He explained that 
official action has seen taken by 
city and county guvernments in 
opposition to the increases and 
that the commission was “con- 
cerned more with a long-range 
approach to the problem.” 

Agreement by truckers to co- 
operate in reducing operations 
downtown in rush hours was made 
following a meeting last week be- 
tween Carl Giessow, director of 
the Chamber of Commerce Trans- 
portation’ Bureau; Frank E. Law- 
rence, chamber secretary; Austin 
C. Knetzger, secretary of the As- 
sociation of Team and Truck Own- 
ers, and C. J. Morse, secretary of 
the Motor Carrier Council. 

Giessow said the truck opera- 
tors agreed to eliminate move- 
ment of vehicles to the greatest 
extent possible downtown, except 
on thoroughfares like St. Charles 
street and Lucas avenue, where 
loading and unloading would in- 
terfere little with normal rush 
hour traffic. Trucks handling mail 
also would continue as at pres- 
ent, he said.

Hess already is facing an elec- 
tion contest filed by his Republi- 
can opponent, former Senator 
Milton F. Napier. Last Jan. 8, a 
resolution for the appointment of 
a five-man committee to investi- 
gate the dispute was introduced. 


‘As previously reported, leaders 
of both the Democratic and Re- 
publican factions in the Senate 
“disapprove” of the manner in 
which. Hess has conducted him- 
self ‘in handling bills he has 
sponsored in the Legislature. 


Conduct on Unit Control Bill. 

This particularly is true in the 
case of the bill to provide unit 
control for the St. Louis school 
system, which Hess introduced in 
the Senate, secretly attempted to 
kill in committee, publicly sup- 
ported at an open committee 
hearing and then apparently at- 
tempted to nullify through sub- 
mission of: a crippling amend- 
ment on the floor. 

Senator William M. Quinn, 
president pro tem, who is made 
responsible for appointment of 
the election contest investigation 
committee under the resolution 
adopted, declined to comment on 
the Hess case “until I determine 
the sentiment of a majority of the 
Senate.” 

Other Senate leaders, however, 
were less reticent. 

Democratic Majority Floor 
Leader Richard J. Chamier, said: 

“In my opinion, the Senate, un- 
der the circumstances, should 
feel compelled to pursue some 
course of action.

“In my opinion,” he said, “‘the 
committee called for in the reso- 
lution (to investigate the election 
contest) should have been ap- 
pointed months ago. 

“If the appointment had been 
made, those issues would have 
been behind us. The newspaper 
accounts. of alleged - charges 
against one of the Senators 
(Hess) should have no effect, one 
way or another, on the contest 
committee, as they involve no 
issue connected with the con- 


test. ” 
Gilmore Opposes Delay. 

‘Senator D. W, Gilmore (Dem.), 
of Benton, and caucus chairman 
of the Democratic majority, who 
last week related a threat by 
Hess and two of his colleagues 
from St. Louis to defea‘* a bill of 
Gilmore’s unless he sided with 
them to beat the bill to provide 
a state system of milk inspection 
and grading, said: 

“If there is any further delay, 
I'll call a caucus of the majority 
party to discuss the breakdown 
in senatorial decorum.

After the vote was announced, 
Representative Delton L. Houtch- 
ens of Clinton, - majority floor 
leader, who introduced the bill, 
requested that it be placed on 
the informal calendar. 

“As far as I’m concerned the 
bill will stay on the informal cal- 
endar,” Houtchens said after the 
House recessed. “Everything was 
taken out of it by the amendment. 
There wouldn’t be any point in 
passing it in the amended form.” 

As originally written the bill 
would have required the State 
Comptroller to notify the Gédv- 
ernor each year of any unencum- 
bered cash balance in the general 
revenue fund on June 30. Ro 
ly two-thirds of the excess wou 
be used for income tax c 
by taxpoyers in the following 
year, and the remainder turned 
over to schools.

ERE where civilization was born it is quite easy to see how 
H eivitizstion may die, for here it is possible to watch, as through 
dark glasses, all the forces at work which are causing the Middle 


East to go the way of China. 


First, of course, there is the 
progressive decay of the British 
technique of exercising power. 
In essence, this technique has 
been to create a small ruling class 
of rich, venal or ambitious men, 
dependent on British support, and 
then to exercise power through 
these men. 


Iraq is interesting, as some well 
preserved fossil might be interest- 
ing, because this tried, but no 
longer true, technique continues 
rather shakily to function, but no 
one really believes that this sys- 
tem, which has collapsed already 
in Iran and Egypt, will work for 
very much longer. 

The erosion of British power 
fs accompanied by a universal and 
totally irrational hatred of the 
British. This reporter was con- 
ducted, by one of the most intelli- 
gent Arabs he has met, through 
the stinking slums of Bagdad, 
where people live in mud huts, 
in company with their livestock 
and an occasional poisonous rep- 
tile in the shadow of the palace 
grounds, This man was wholly 
convinced that the surrounding 
degradation (which has existed 
from time immemorial) was exclu- 
sively the fault of the British. 


Possibilities in Iraq. 


In this atmosphere of unreason, 
Iraq, like Iran, is quite likely to 
cut off its nose—its oil revenues 
—to spite the British face. The 
same men who somewhat unbril- 
liantly managed the fortunes of 
Iran’s Anglo-Iranian Oil Co. have 
been managing the almost equally 
vital Iraq Petroicun Co. They 
long ago adopted the policy of 
keeping the Iraq oil fields a large- 
ly untapped reserve, which not 
unnaturally enraged the _Ira- 
qians, whose oil reserves have 
been a mere trickle. 


Having learned a belated lesson 
in Iran, the British oil managers 
have now offered a reasonably

Partly because the 
United States is credited with re- 
sponsibility for creating Israel, 
partly because to seem to chal- 
lenge our British ally would be 
disastrous, and partly through, 
sheer inertia, American policy in 
Iraq, as elsewhere in the- Middle 
East, is paralyzed. 

Even the ablest Americans in 
this area tend to become resigned 
to disaster. They ask, reasonably 
enough, “but what can you do?” 
Only the engineers, poring over 
their maps, their eyes gleaming 
as they point to the natural water 
basins and watersheds which sur- 
round this parched land, retain 


mism, This is the last twist of the 
knife, for so much could be done, 
so easily, and even so cheaply. 
Desert Could Be Made to Bloom. 
Here, at least, the desert could 
indeed be made to bloom like the 
rose. Here all the Arab refugees 
from Palestine could be absorbed. 
Here the standard of living couid 
be made to rise miraculously. 


With expert help, this could al- 
most all be done with the $150.- 
000,000 which will soon be Iraq’s 
annual share of its oil revenue. 

Here, indeed, the need to pro- 
mote and control change, in such 
areas as these where change. is 
inevitable, could, theoretically, be 


here, some ambitious politician 
will seize the torch from Mossa- 
degh’s trembling hands, and the 
days of the Iraq Petroleum Co. 
will be numbered. 


As the Iranian oil crisis has its 
pale counterpart here, so does 
the Egyptian crisis. The British 
have, by treaty, the right to sta- 
tion certain troops in Iraq. Actu- 
ally, they have only a corporal’s 
guard, mostly Royal Air Force 


triumphantly met. Yet, with a 
corrupt and irresponsible ruling 
class, the established power sys- 
tem in decay, a violent xenopho- 
bia, an obsession about Israel, 
which seems to exist every- 
where in the Arab states, “What 
can you do?” 

The question is not easily 
answerable. As a practical matter, 
it seems a reasonable guess that 
Iran will go first, then the rest 
of the Middle East, and then the 
rest of us, including the unfor- 
tunate Russians. 

But at least it is past time for 
the British and Americans to con- 
sider a really serious attempt to 
avert this fatal succession of 
events, for if the Middle East 
goes the way of China, this will 
surely mean a third world war.

Mitchell told how he persisted in prosecuting 
the two tax evaders, and won guilty pleas. The 
Post-Dispatch has already reported how Caudle 
penalized Mitchell for his good work, by refus- 
ing to let him handle further tax cases. 


So testimony now shows that Caudle post- 


-‘poned the prosecution of tax-fraud cases, that 


he accepted a $5000 commission on the sale of 
an airplane to an associate of men in tax trou- 
ble, and that he accepted other doubtful com- 
missions, not to mention again mink coats and 
Florida holidays. 

In short, the case of ‘Caudle illustrates how 
far the Justice Department has fallen in pres- 
tige and vigor, if not integrity, in recent years. 
And these years of Caudleism were the years 
of President Truman’s Attorneys General—Tom 
Clark and J. Howard McGrath. 


The King subcommittee intends to “invite” 
both Justice Clark and Attorney General Mc- 
Grath to testify. A fundamental question must 
be asked of each of them: . 

(1) Why did Justice Clark, when Attorney 
General, choose Caudle to head the Justice De- 
partment’s Tax Division? Tax prosecutions are 
a complicated business, yet Caudle admits he 
never had any official experience whatsoever 
with such matters before Clark gave him this 
important job. 

(2) What was Attorney General McGrath’s 
connection with Caudleism? Does it seem likely 
that the Attorney General could be ignorant of 
his assistant’s reluctance to prosecute some cases 
and interventions against inquiries in others? 
The testimony does in fact suggest that McGrath 
knew that Caudle postponed some tax cases. 


Attorney General McGrath has already said 
he would testify, and Justice Clark ought to be 
willing to leave the high bench to answer ques- 
tions. For in the end they were responsible for 
the way Theron Lamar Caudle used his office. 
They put him there and kept him there. His 
record is a reflection upon them. 

Perhaps they can also explain what has hap- 
pened to the Justice Department under the Tru- 
man Administration. 
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High Schools Rebuke Colleges 


Indignation against the recruiting of star ath- 
letes by colleges now has broken out among the 
high schools where, apparently, it has been sim- 
mering for a long time. The North Central As- 
sociation of Colleges and Secondary Schools held 
a session in Chicago at which it was agreed that 
spreading abuses in college sports were making 
it increasingly difficult to keep high school ath- 
letics clean. 

College administrators were urged to drop the 
more elaborate inducements they have been 
holding out to high school stars, and they were 
urged to approach such players only through 
school principals. 

The Kansas High School Activities Journal, it 
seems to us, went the North Central Association 
one better when it outspokenly condemned “the 
atrocious methods of college officials and alum- 
ni groups in approaching high school students,” 
and asked that the colleges “please stop sending 
coaches and scouts into their schools.” 

Colleges and universities certainly should com- 
mand the respect of secondary school teachers 
and students. Since the blatant bidding for ath- 
letes is costing them this respect, college author- 
ities might give a second thought to the alleged 
benefits of recruiting. Would it not be sad if 
the high schools were forced to take the initia- 
tive in cleaning up a college evil? 
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Dingbust! 

We are astounded at our brethren of the press 
in their unfamiliarity with the good, sound 
American word which President Truman used 
to describe the sermon of Lt. Comdr. Harold F. 
Menges, naval chaplain, at Key West. After the 
service, the President told the chaplain that his 
sermon was “a dinger.” A little later, Mr. 
‘Truman emphasized his approval by repetition: 
“T said it was a dinger.” 

Commenting on this, the New York Herald 
Tribune admits right off that “the word ‘dinger’ 
has previously been unknown to us.” So it 
strays off into bypaths of the language and 
seeks to derive the meaning from “dingeroo” 
and “dingerino.” Even more surprising is the 
. uncertainty of The Washington Post which seems 
almost as uninformed.* It goes off at a worse 
tangent by following after “ding,” a “mild exple- 
tive,” used, for example, in “ding my buttons!” 
Surely Washington, as the national capital, 
hears enough basic American speech to under- 
stand indigenous language when it hears it. 

If our readers out here in the Mississippi Val- 
ley will skip at this point we will proceed to 
instruct Broadway and Pennsylvania avenue. 
*“Dinger” is just what it obviously is—short for 
“humdinger” and hence a performance even 
more strikingly excellent than one which “hum- 
dinger” describes. Now we are prepared for 
almost any gap in understanding between the 
Atlantic seaboard and the rest of the country. 
How long will it be before our Eastern cousins 
stumble over lallapalooza?

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Support for a Sound Proposal 

The Americans for Democratic Action organi- 
zation has asked the President to establish a 
bi-partisan prosecution of the rising tide of 
scandals in the Truman Administration. The 
organization of liberal voters cites the clean-up 
of the Harding era Teapot Dome scandal by 
Republican Owen J. Roberts and Democrat At- 
leo, Pomerene in the Coolidge Administration. 

This idea is altogether sound, as we said on 
this page Oct. 15. The same proposal has been 
made by The Boston Herald, Senator Kem of 
Missouri and other newspapers and individuals. 
All that remains is to persuade the White House 
that it should be put into effect. 

Every day of delay makes the Administra- 
tion’s plight that much more embarrassing. The 
longer the White House stalls off resolute action, 
the less credit it will get-—when and if it does 
order a thorough cleansing of the Augean stables. 
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Those On-Again-Off-Again Shortages 

: It would be a good idea for defense officials 
to paste in their hats a resolution not to make 
alarming forecasts of shortages in automobiles, 
refrigerators and other civilian goods. 

Fear of such shortages set off two waves of 
panic buying in 1950, and it was panic buying 
which contributed so markedly to the inflation- 
ary price rises of that period. The scare has 
long since subsided. Indeed, demand for some 
civilian goods has been decidedly soft in recent 
weeks. But the last thing the country needs is 
another wave of scare buying, and defense offi- 
cials should think twice before they come out 
with shortage predictions which might induce 
such buying. 

This is all the more desirable when there 
seems to be a question as to whether shortages 
of civilian goods lie ahead or not.

‘Stauffacher, specifically predicted shortages in 


durable goods. Yet only a week ago Mr. Wilson 
himself told a congressional subcommittee that, 
allowing for a few “minor exceptions,” military 
output goals can be met without further curtai)- 
ment of civilian production. 

We do not know whether Mr. Wilson was 
right on Tuesday or right on Sunday, but no 
good purpose is served by repeated warnings 
from high officials that shortages are coming. 
These may be interpreted as official advice for 
consumers to rush out and buy before the short- 
ages develop. The Government's task is to con- . 
tain consumer demand, not to stimulate it,

Immigrdnt Revalues America 


IMMIGRANT'S RETURN, by Angelo M. Pellegrini. 
Macmillan Co., 269 pgs., $3.75.) 


As a 9-year-old boy Pellegrini left his 
home village in the countryside of Tuscany 
to join his father who had found a job on 
a railroad gang in the state of Washington, 
and who, after saving a few dollars, had 
sent for his wife and five children. Strong 
in mind and body, the boy succeeded in 
working his: way through the highest in- 
stitutions of learning, which eventually led 
him to a college professorship. Neither 
personal achievements nor age weakened 
his attachment for his native land. Now 
a middle-aged middle-class man. Pellegrini 
planned to write a book on the cultural 
contribution of Italian. immigrants to 
America. 


Moved by the desire to provide “orienta- 
tion” for his study, he made a visit to Italy 
as in 1949 and went 

back to the village 


impact resulted in 
the exploding of 
many illusions and 
in a negative reac- 
tion to what he saw 
and understood 
there. At the same 
time and by contrast 
he realized that he 
had developed a clos- 
er insight and in-

To 
the eyes of the self-made college profes- 
sor, the life of the Tuscan village is one of 
hopeless stagnation; he is shocked by the 
force of hereditary privileges for the few 
and frozer occupational stratification for 
the many. The consciousness of his per- 
sonal success and cultural development, 
neither of which might have been achieved 
in the native land, makes him proud of the 
American philosophy which accepts a man 
for what he is. 


The book is more attractive in the de- 
scriptive part than in its speculative ex- 
ploits. Pellegrini is more of a painter 
than an original philosopher. If sometimes 
the author is carried away by his desire 
to rationalize and himself draw the con- 
clusions which he ought to have left. to his 
reader, the book nevertheless makes for 
easy and interesting reading.

Much has been written about 
the methods Minister of Interior 
Mario Scelba used to stamp out 
‘Communism in Italy. But equally 
important is the contribution of 
Pacciardi in building up the mor- 
ale and effectiveness of the new 
Italian army while staying, tech- 
nically at least, within the frame- 
work of the severe restrictions of 
the peace treaty. 

As Minister of Defense, Pacci- 
ardi has carried out an extensive 
program of re-education for de- 
mocracy in the army. He has also 
maintained high standards of 

‘ health, sanitation and food. Many 
younger conscripts who have in- 
herited Communism were led in 
this fashion to tear up their party 
cards. 


Controls and No Arms. 


Thus the force created is be- 
lieved. to be sound. Pacciardi has 
concentrated on training cadres 
of officers for the army much 
bigger than that allowed under 
the treaty. By June of next year, 
12 divisions will be ready and ex- 
pansion could proceed at that 
point at a very rapid rate if 
equipment were made available. 
This is a remarkable achieve- 
ment for which the Minister of 
Defense deserves the highest 
credit. 

On the economic side, only a 
rash optimist would dare speak 
about “recovery.” Yet there is 
greater stability here than in 
either France or Britain. 

One explanation is the fact that 
the arms. burden was not put on 
top of the economy just at the 
point when it was beginning to 
reach a delicate balance. Another 
reason is the tight credit con- 
trols that have helped keep in- 
flation down and that hold up the 
value of the lira, which is not 
suffering the kind of fainting 
spell the franc is now going 
through in France.

With Eastern markets cut off 
and the Italian Government re- 
cently turning down large re- 
quests of goods from the Com- 
munist Chinese, exports tend to 
become more and more luxury 
products bought by Western Eu- 
rope, such as fruits and vege- 
tables. Britain, in cutting off im- 
ports under the new austerity 
program effort to balance trade 
between Europe and America, 
will deliver a blow at Italy. The 
fear is that the effect will be 
most keenly felt now when “re- 
covery” is in the tender begin- 
ning phase. 

This is another demonstration 
of American responsibility in ty- 
ing Western Europe so tightly 
into the North Atlantic alliance, 
with a chain reaction set off from 
one to another.

Annual Artists’ Equity Show 
Presents Work of 41 Exhibitors 


Large Uneven Group of Paintings and Sculp- 


tures Suggests 


Importance of 


Selection by Jury.

Forty-one members of the St. 
Louis chapter of Artists’ Equity 
Association, national professional 
organization for painters, sculp- 
tors and craftsmen, are taking 
part in the chapter’s annual exhi- 
bition which will continue through 
this month at the City Art Mu- 
seum. 

Nearly every contemporary 
manner of expression, as well as 
a couple of outmoded idioms in- 
eptly used, is exemplified in the 
collection’s 54 pictures, 11 sculp- 
tures, two fabrics and one ceramic 
design. 


A particularly strong and diver- 
sified selection occupies the small- 
est of the three galleries devoted 
to the show. Here Aimee Schweig, 
chapter chairman, is displaying a 
floral still life that carries her 
muted tones and disciplined struc- 
ture another step forward in an 
already individual style. On the 
facing wall, Eleanor Smith's “Bou- 
quet,” with its rich, harmonious 
palette, provides effective con- 
trast. 


Ella Jens Waugh, who teaches 
art with Aimee Schweig at Mary 
Institute, contributes “Curve. of 
Time,” an expressive abstract 
sculpture as endless as a circle 
and many times as complex. 
Nearby pieces include Ann Scott’s 
“Indian Monkey,” an anatomically 
logical adaptation of Henry 
Moore’s concavities, and a familiar 
“Awakening,” by Margery Dod- 
son, John SBurroughs school 
teacher. 

Thoughtful Arrangement. 

Elizabeth Phelan’s “Square 
Woman”. and Marie Taylor’s 
“Guardian Angel” are alike in 
their compactness and interest 
from all sides but are carved dis- 
tinctively in different mediums. 
Other works in a gallery arranged 
with special thoughtfulness are 
Miss Taylor’s angular “Phoenix 
Form” in Ste. Genevieve marble; 
Alice Bunch’s linear, semi-ab- 
stract architectural painting; War- 
ren Spaulding’s geometric “Moon 


“Beggar and Saint,” in rigid 
Gothic attitudes, and Aurelia Ger- 
hard’s oil capturing the spirit of 
the entertainment world. 

Elsewhere the collection, a lit- 
tle too large for the available 
space, seems less well displayed 
and less even in quality. There 
is a fresh, pensive interior in sen- 
sitive blues by Artemesia’ Drefs, 
but there is also derivative Ma- 
tisse-like room inclosing a mother 
and child whose wrenched anat- 
omy visitors have found almost 
painful. 

Walter Barker of the Washing- 
ton University faculty supplies a 
bit of unexpected effervescence, 
with abundant bounce to the 
ounce, in “Bar Still Life,” whose 
colors are intentionally made to 
sparkle between gaudiness and 
brilliance. On the opposite wall, 
however, are two large oils ‘of 
supposedly romantic scenes, both 
in a tired tradition into which 
even a master would find it hard 
to infuse new life. 

Perils of Non-Juried Show. 

The works described above are 
merely examples chosen to il- 
lustrate a point made by a num- 
ber of visitors—the perils of a 
non-juried show even when the 
organization has standards like 
those of Artists’ Equity. Space 
precludes mention of numerous 
other superior entries, ranging 
from the increasingly abstract 
oils of Edith S. Philips to the 
straightforward representational- 
ism of Wallace Herndon Smith.

Anaconda Comes In. : 


As the program moved into its 
second phase, Secretary of In- 
terior Chapman still was search- 
ing for independént producers, 
which is not only in keeping with 
his own known views on encour- 
aging new ventures and checking 
monopoly, but also is a policy laid 
down by President Truman in a 
directive over.a year ago. 

This instructed the Secretary 
of Interior, in consultation with 
the Attorney General and the 
chairman of the Federal Trade 
Commission, to follow a policy, 
as far as is possible consistent 
with the Defense Act and with- 
out impairing the defense pro- 
gram,” of eliminating any fac- 
tors which may tend to suppress 
competition unduly, create or 
strengthen monopolies, injure 
small business, or otherwise pro- 
mote undue concentration of eco- 
nomic power.” 


Eventually along came an in- 
dependent company, Harvey Ma- 
chine Co., which had Navy con- 
tracts in the Second World War, 
with a proposal to produce alumi- 
num in Montana with power al- 
located from Hungry Horse dam, 
a new government project. It 
would require the bulk of the 
power output. This seemed a solu- 
tion, and so it was arranged for 
the company to go ahead. 

But it ran into trouble in fi-

More of the Same. 

Interesting in connection with 
this whole situation is that both 
Kaiser and Reynolds, two of the 
present big three in aluminum, 
were themselves put into the 
aluminum business in the last 
war through Government help in 
a move to break the monopoly 
enjoyed by the Aluminum Com- 
pany of America. Now they are 
on the inside, so to speak, in a 
privileged position. 

The problem still’ remains to 
get new independent ventures 
through the charmed circle, with 
them being gobbled up, as in, the 
Anaconda-Harvey episode, so that 
they are no longer new indepen- 
dent ventures, but more of the 
same old pattern. 

War and defense programs’seem 
to beget monopoly, which is just 
another way of saying that noth- 
ing good comes from wars— 
something it seems hard for 
human race to learn. :

“In other words,” he said, “for 
every single person corrupt, there 
are 1399 employes who are all 
right.” . 

“If that keeps up, heaven is 
going to be crowded,” he said. 
“I only hope the ratio of 1400 to 
1 for honesty in government is 
true in business.” 


EX.-GOV, JOSEPH POINDEXTER 
OF HAWAIIAN ISLANDS DIES 


HONOLULU, Dec. 4 (AP)—Jo- 
seph B. Poindexter, governor of 
Hawaii from 1934 through 1942, 
died yesterday after a long illness. 
He was 82 years old. 

He was governor of the islands 
at the time of the Japanese attack 
an Pearl Harbor and signed the 
proclamation which placed Hawaii 
under martial law. He was crit- 
icized for that action, and later 
said he probably never would 
have signed the proclamation if 
he had realized its full import. 

Mr. Poindexter came here in 
1917 after appointment by Pres- 
ident Wilson as judge of the Unit- 
ed States district court.

RISEIN MEDICAL COSTS, 


Says Total Is Up Less Than 
Cost of Living, Mostly 
, in Hospital Care. 


LOS ANGELES, Dec. 4 (AP)— 
The total cost of medical care has 
risen less than the cost of living, 
and most of the increase is due to 
hospital charges, Dr. John W. | 
Cline, president of the American 
Medical Association, asserted to- 
day. | 

The increase in the daily rates | 
of hospitals has exceeded the per- 
centage rise in living/ costs, how- 
‘ever, Or. Cline said in an address 
at the association’s clinical meet- 
|ing here. ‘ 
| ‘This added hospital expense is 
due mainly to increased costs ef 
labor, he said, adding that salaries 
and wages account for 60 to 70 
per cent of hospital expenditures. 
| The patient gets one break in 
‘all this; Dr. Cline said, because 
medical science has shortened the 
average period of hospitalization. 

Dr. Cline urged the doctors to 
explain these things to their pa- 
tients as a means of offsetting 
some of the criticism of the exist- 
ing medical sys‘*em. 

Most complaints from patients 
.deal with these increased costs. 
|with allegations of over-charging 
and with lack of availability of 
medical care *~ some places, he 
said. 

Dr. Cline urged strte and county 
|medical societies to deal severely 
‘with doctors who charge unrea- 
sonable fees. These societies have 
| the power to discipline association | 
| members. 

The A.M.A. president also said 
patients should be encouraged to 
bring their complaints to the so- 
cieties for investigation. 

The association also announced 
the names of six doctors who will 
represent it on a joint commission 
for accrediting hospitals in the 
| United States and Canada.

Fix It Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb - 


Notes on Storm Windows. 


E spend a good deal of our 
free time thinking about 
“ storm windows and as 
thinking goes this sort of think- 
ing is pretty dull. Anyway, we've 
commie up with some interesting 
observations which you may find 
vefy exciting. ’ 
After the storm sash is in place 
many people complain of con- 
densation or moisture forming on 
the window glass. Sometimes this 
moisture appears on the inside 


‘window glass and sometimes on 


the storm sash. It can be quite 
a nuisance. 

If moisture appears on the in- 
side sash then the chances are 
that the storm sash is not fitted 
very well. The cracks around 
the frame of the window and the 
storm sash allow cold air to 
strike the inside glass and con- 
densation naturally occurs. What 
you do for this is to weatherstrip 
the frame of the storm sash so 
there is a tight fit between sash 
and frame. 


In other cases moisture appears 
on the storm sash glass. What 
happens here is that warm moist 
air from inside the house gets 
past the inside window and strikes 
the cold storm sash. One way to 
reduce this headache is to weath- 
er strip the inside window sash. 
Seems sort of foolish but it usual- 
ly works. If it doesn’t, open the 
vents in the storm sash or drill a 
¥%-inch hole at the top and bot- 
tom of the storm sash so that 
moist air can escape outdoors: be- 
fore it has a chance to gloud up 
the glass.

F you allude to a weman as “a

If you were to 
employ it in Fren astidieux) 
to describe a lady of delicate 
tastes, you would find yourself 
greatly embarrassed, for in 
French the term signifies “bor- 
ing” or “dull”! 

And when you go back to its 
source, or ag far back as it can 
be traced, you find stiil another 

of meaning. For it comes 
from the Latin ‘“fastidiosus” 
which is “disdainful,” from “fas- 
tidium,” which defines loathin 
or aversion! A far cry, it woul 
seem, to a lady of delicate tastes.

T in the iron horse yet. And a 

big railroad steel castings 
plant across the Mississippi river 
from St. Louis is an important 
element in that continuing vital- 
ity of the coal-burning locomo- 
tive. 
Those are some of the railroad- 
ing facts of life we learned recent- 
ly in talking with officials of the 
General Steel Castings Corpora- 
tion at their Granite City head- 
quarters. 


In the face of the change-over 
by American railroads from steam 
to diesel power, railroads in far- 
away places—among them, South 
Africa and Se buying 
steam locomotives in increasing 
quantities. 


And—also in increasing num- 
bers—the railroads that operate 
those steam locomotives are spec- 
ifying they be built around the 
intricate one-piece underframe 
and cylinder casting that has long 
been a specialty of General Steel. 


Geology and economics under- 
lie the continuing vitality of the 
coal-burning iron horse in some 
lands across the sea. For, as the 
General Steel pene explained to 
us, it is still the best work horse 
in countries where (1) there is 
plenty of high-grade, low-cost coal 
and little oil, and (2) the rail traf- 
fic density is insufficient to pro- 
vide full utilization of the more 
costly oil-burning diesel locomo- 
tives. Logistics, too, in this trou- 
bled world may be playing a part 
in the picture for countries de-

American railroads .years ago 
should have come to make Gen- 
eral Steel's one-piece cast steel 
bed virtually standard equipment 
for steam locomotives.

The foreign locomotive builder 
is, of course, equipped to build 
the complete locomotive in his 
own shop, using the old-style 
separate frame and cylinders in- 
stead of the General Steel one- 
piece casting.

Why, then, is this world market 
coming thousands of miles te the 
doors of a company in the St.

Operating and maintenance 
economies are behind that de- 
mand from ovepseas for General 
Steel’s one-piece locomotive bed 
with integral cylinders. A loco- 
motive is just a power plant run- 
ning around on wheels, and the 
one-piece casting imparts to that 
mobile plant a strength and sta- 
bility that bolts and rivets may 
aim at, but never attain. Result 
of that stability is a big saving in 
maintenance cost—not only on 
the framework itself — but 
throughout the entire locomotive, 
since all moving parts are kept 
in proper alignment, and their 
wear and tear are reduced.

Germany. (Thrée years ago, Gen- 
eral Steel supplied the beds for 
100 freight locomotives built for 
the ra d by the North British 
Locomotive Co., Ltd., of Glasgow.) 
Recently, the South African road 
gave the most concrete sign of its 
approval of their performance by 
specifying use of the beds in a 
new order for 140 locomotives di- 
vided between the North British 
company and Henschel & Sohn 
of Kassel, Germany.
